Their  coach  was  Dave  Ribbens, 
who  is  in  his  fifteenth  year 
leading  the  Troll  soccer  pro- 
gram. He  was  assisted  by  Wil- 
liam Steunenberg.  The  team 
consisted  of  seniors  Mark 
Mulder,  Joel  Netz,  Kreig  Aim, 
and  Luis  Olviedo;  juniors  Jamie 
DeBruyn,  Jonathan  Lenarz, 
Tim  Henrickson,  Roman  Smo- 
larczyk,  Paul  Horneman,  Tim 
Boogerd,  and  Dave  Weemhof, 
and  Chris  Reyenga;  sopho- 
mores Blair  Vander  Vennen, 


Eric  Sample,  Biyon  Ritzema, 
Dave  Lecours,  Chad  Dejong, 
and  Paul  Brower;  freshman 
Josh  Lenarz,  Ryan  Chance,  Kyle 
Ten  Pas,  and  Eric  Sytsma. 

Trinity  started  the  season  with 
a  bang,  defeating  Vennard  by  a 
score  14-0.  In  the  game  Blair 
Vander  Vennen  scored  five 
goals.  Trinity  then  went  to  de- 
feat Concordia  and  Wisconsin 
Lutheran  both  by  shutouts.  The 
Trolls  suffered  their  first  defeat 
at  the  hands  of  Moody  Bible  In- 
stitute 4-3,  the  eventual  NCCAA 
Division  II  champions,  in  this 
game  Trinity  had  its  chances  to 


win  but  could  not  capitalize. 

In  CCAC  playoffs  the  Trolls  de- 
feated Purdue-Calumet.  Then 
they  went  on  the  road  to  defeat 
a  very  tough  Olivet  Nazarene 
team  and  won  in  overtime. 
Then  they  hosted  the  champi- 
onship game  at  home  against 
St.  Francis.  This  game  was  re- 
membered for  the  large 
amounts  of  water  on  the  field 
during  the  game.  However 
Trinity  lost  1-0.  Then  in  the 
NCCAA  the  Trolls  defeated 
Cornerstone  4-0  and  lost  to 
Judson  to  end  the  season  at  a 
record  of  13-9-0. 


Post-Season  honors  included 
Jonathan  Lenarz,  Ryan  Chance 
and  Kreig  Aim  making  First 
Team  All-Conference,  with 
Josh  Lenarz  being  Honorable 
Mention.  Josh  was  also  named 
the  Freshman  of  the  Year.  On 
the  NCCAA  All-District  Team 
were  Jonathan  Lenarz,  Kreig 
Aim  and  Blair  Vander  Vennen 
with  Jonathan  being  a  Second 
Team  All-American  and  Kreig 
being  an  Honorable  Mention. 
In  addition  to  these  awards 
Mark  Mulder  won  NCCAA  Di- 
vision I  Scholar  Athlete  Award. 
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The  fall  of  1994  was  the  first 
year  ever  that  a  women's 
soccer  team  existed  at  Trini- 
ty Christian  College.  Many 
have  talked  about  a  women's 
soccer  team  in  previous 
years  but  this  year  many  la- 
dies made  it  happen.  Those

Under  the  coaching  of 
Chris  Reyenga  and  A.J. 
Bosch  (the  nice  assistant 
coach)  these  women  im- 
proved their  soccer  abilities 
throughout  the  year. 

Because  this  was  the  first 
year  of  women's  soccer,  it 
was  only  considered  a  club 
sport.  As  a  result  the  team 
was  not  able  to  play  very 
many  games  this  fall.  In  the 
winter  the  team  wUl  be  given 
an  opportunity  to  play  more 


games  as  the  indoor  season 
starts.  The  team  looks  for- 
ward to  playing  soccer  with 
one  another  once  again.  As 
for  this  fall,  the  overall  rec- 
ord of  Trinity's  women's  soc- 
cer team  was  3-2.  The  last 
game  against  Robert  Morris 
College  was  one  of  the  most 
exciting  games  of  the  sea- 
son. At  the  end  of  the  second 
half  no  one  had  scored  so 
the  game  went  into  over- 
time. About  five  minutes  into 
the  first  overtime  Trinity 
scored  a  goal  and  won  the 
game.  Even  though  there 


were  not  many  games,  thC' 
women  on  the  team  commit 
ted  to  practicing  and  playing 
soccer.  Many  of  the  players 
had  never  played  soccer  be 
fore,  but  this  did  not  discour- 
age them.  The  ladies  worked 
hard  to  learn  the  fundamen 
tals  of  soccer.  As  they  learn 
ed  the  fundamentals  they  al 
so  learned  how  to  play  soc- 
cer as  a  team.  On  and  off  the 
field  the  ladies  were  team- 
mates. It  was  a  fun  season 
and  the  time  spent  playing 
soccer  was  fully  enjoyed. 
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The  1994  women's  volleyball 
team  consisted  of  eleven  play- 
ers. Among  these  players 
were  senior  co-captains  Suz- 
anne Mannes  and  Tammy 
Fischer,  senior  setter  Julie  ten 
Bensel,  juniors  Tara  Bandstra, 
Missy  Jurka,  and  Sarah  Meyer, 
sophomores  Heather  Vander- 
hye,  and  Sarah  Terpstra,  and 
freshman  Sarah  Vanderstelt, 
Mackenzie  Huyser,  and  Lean- 
dra  Voortman. 

The  team  finished  the  season 
with  a  22  and  19  record;  and 
like  every  team,  these  women 


had  their  ups  and  downs,  but 
it  was  the  high  points  of  the 
season  that  really  stand  out. 
There  were  three  matches 
during  the  season  that  will 
probably  remain  with  the 
players  forever  as  they  look 
back  to  this  particular  season. 
The  first  of  these  games  came 
during  the  annual  Calvin  tour- 
nament. Trinity  defeated  Cal- 
vin in  two  games  to  win  the 
match.  They  reached  their 
goal  and  were  well  on  their 
way  to  an  exciting  season.  The 
second  of  these  matches  came 
the  following  weekend  during 


the  lUPUI  Invitational.  In  the 
first  match,  the  trolls  faced 
Madonna  University,  ranked 
four  in  NAIA.  Trinity  came  on 
strong  right  to  the  start  and 
defeated  Madonna.  The  third 
highpoint  was  during  the  TCC 
Invitational.  In  the  semi-finak 
Trinity  was  to  face  Columbia 
University  who  was  ranked 
nationally  in  the  NAIA.  Trinity 
ended  up  losing  the  match  to 
Columbia  but  this  match 
proved  to  be  the  most  exciting 
and  intense  game  of  the  sea- 
son. The  team  fought  harder 
in  this  match  than  any  other 


and  proved  to  themselves  that 
they  were  just  as  tough  as  any 
other  team.There  were  quite  a 
few  awards  granted  to  certain 
members  of  the  team.  Suzan- 
ne Mannes  and  Missy  Jurka 
earned  CCAC  all  conference 
and  NCCAA  all  district.  Missy 
Jurka  was  also  named  player 
of  the  week  for  CCAC.  Suzan- 
ne Mannes,  Tammy  Fischer, 
and  Julie  ten  Bensel  all  earned 
the  scholar/ahlete  award  for 
NCCAA.  All  in  all  the  lady 
trolls  had  a  very  good  season.

Coach  Sue  Eastham  sums  up  Trin- 
ity's women's  basketball  season 
well  when  she  says,  "We  never  re- 
ally got  rolling.  We  were  almost 
there  a  lot  of  times,  but  we 
couldn't  finish  it.  We  had  only  one 
good  half,  never  two." 

With  an  overall  season  record  of 
4  wins,  18  losses,  the  nine  players 
(Shari  Wiersma,  Keri- 
Dyksterhouse,  Stacy  Pater,  Ken- 
dra  "Vander  Wilt,  Tiffany  Silagy, 
Stacy  Vander  Jagt,  Beth  Ponstein, 
Emily  Schoneveld,  and  Rayelynn 
Drake)  struggled  from  the  start  of 
the  season  and  were  never  able  to 


overcome  that.  Sophomore  Pater 
says  about  the  struggle,  "We  were 
a  young  team.  We  had  a  hardtime 
clicking  and  playing  as  a  team." 

The  inside  post  play  of  senior 
Wiersma  and  junior  Dykster- 
house,  two  of  the  best  inside  play- 
ers in  the  area  and  the  team's  cap- 
tains, carried  the  team  this  season. 
Shari,  with  an  average  of  15.1 
points  and  7.5  rebounds  a  game, 
received  numerous  awards: 
NCCAA  All-District  Team,  CCAC 
All-Conference,  NCCAA-All- 
American  Award,  and  NAIA  Great 
Lakes  Regional  Team.  Keri,  with 


an  average  of  13.1  points  and  9.1 
rebounds  also  received  many 
honors:  NCCAA  Scholar-Athlete, 
CCAC  All-Conference,  NAIA  Great 
Lakes  Regional  Team,  and  NAIA 
Ail-American  Scholar  Athlete. 

Silagy,  a  freshman,  earned  herself 
a  starting  position  in  the  middle  of 
the  season  and  received  the  CCAC 
Freshmen-of-the-Year  Award. 

Though  the  season  was  a  chal- 
lenge athletically  and  emotionally, 
there  were  some  good  times  and 
highlights.  According  to  Eastham, 
beating  MacMurray  College  by 


one  point  was  the  most  exciting 
game  of  the  year.  Down  by  five 
with  a  minute  and  thirty  seconds 
left,  VanderWilt  pulled  of  two 
three-pointers  in  the  remaining 
time  to  lead  the  team  to  a  one 
point  victory.

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Trinity's  Men's  Basketball  Team 
played  strongly  this  year  and  fin- 
ished off  with  a  great  season.

Although  the  team  played  well 
all  year,  some  games  stand  out  as 
climactic  points  in  the  team's  sea- 
son.

After  the 
game  fans  stormed  onto  the 
court.

The  Trolls  helped  to  make  this 
year  memorable  with  their  excit- 
ing games  and  competitive  sea- 
son. The  members  must  be  com- 
mended for  their  hard  work  and 
dedication  to  the  game  as  well  as 
providing  us  with  those  unfor- 
gettable, heart-stopping  mo- 
ments in  the  games.

The  Trinity  Christian  College 
Pro-Life  Task  Force  is  a  small, 
yet  active  group  on  the  colle- 
ge's campus.  From  sidewalk 
counseling  to  blood  drives,  this 
group  remains  active  year-long 
in  their  quest  to  promote  life. 
Junior  Jackie  VanDeel,  who 
leads  the  Pro-Life  Task  force, 
has  been  involved  with  the 
group  for  three  years  now.  She 
was  awarded  the  Volunteer-of- 
the-Year  Award.  She  explains 
why  she  is  so  dedicated  to  the 
cause,  "The  lack  of  caring  on 
the  part  of  Christians  bothers 
me  and  makes  me  want  to  do 
more.  I  see  the  apathy  of  Chris- 
tians and  it  makes  me  angry. 
We're  supposed  to  fight  for  the 
unborn  and  we  haven't  been." 

Three  Pro-Life  members  from 
Trinity  also  attended  the  an- 
nual March  for  Life  in  'Washing- 
ton, D.C.  in  January.  The  Pro- 
lifers,  including  the  three  Trin- 
ity students,  demonstrated  and 
picketed  peacefully. 

In  October,  the  Pro-Life  mem- 


bers participated  in  the  Life 
Chain,  a  peaceful,  prayerful 
demonstration  against  abor- 
tion. In  May  students  were  in- 
volved with  the  Hike  for  Life,  a 
fundraiser  which  benefits  preg- 
nancy aid  centers.  This  year  the 
Pro-Life  Task  Force  sponsored 
a  Pro-Life  Awareness  "Week  in 
April.  Paige  Comstock,  presi- 
dent of  ACUL,  spoke  in  chapel 
about  the  legal  aspects  of  abor- 
tion. During  another  chapel, 
the  Pro-Life  Task  Force  held  a 
memorial  service,  a  Cemetery 
of  Innocents,  for  all  the  chil- 
dren who  are  killed  by  abor- 
tion. Small  crosses  were  placed 
around  campus  in  remem- 
brance of  all  the  little  lives  that 
are  lost  each  day. 

The  Pro-Life  Group  also  partic- 
ipated in  sidewalk  counseling  a 
few  times  this  year.  For  Jackie 
this  is  one  of  the  most  moving 
and  important  activities  of  the 
Group.  The  posters,  prayers, 
songs,  and  gentle  words  are  an 
effort  to  reach  women.

The  Student  Nurses's  Association 
sponsors  health  related  activities 
and  speakers,  with  the  goal  of  in- 
creasing awareness  of  nursing  and 
health  related  issues.  This  year 
SNA  sponsored  an  AIDS  aware- 
ness week.  The  Great  American 
Smoke  Out  -  a  week  of  alerting 
the  campus  about  the  dangers  of 
smoking  -  was  also  sponsored  by 
SNA.  The  Student  Nurses'  Associ- 
ation also  had  blood  pressure 
booths  at  various  fairs. 

Once  a  month  there  are  SNA 
group  meetings  where  there  is  of- 
ten a  speaker  -  maybe  a  nurse 
from  the  community  who  has  re- 
ceived her  Masters  Degree  in  a 
specific  area.  This  is  an  encour- 
agement for  the  Nursing  majors  in 
the  SNA  to  further  their  education. 
It  offers  them  inspiration  and  in- 
centive. 

Each  week  an  Executive  Commit- 
tee meets  to  plan  and  organize  the 
group's  activities  and  fundraisers.

For  over  three  years  Readers'

Tryouts  are  held  at  the  begin- 
ning of  each  semester  with 
the  final  presentations  com- 
ing a  few  weeks  before  ex- 
ams. The  time  in  between  is 
commonly  filled  with  practice 
after  practice  so  that  eveiy  ac- 
tor and  actress  will  have  suf- 
ficient time  to  perfect  their 
parts. 

During  the  1994-1995  school 
year  Readers'  Theatre  put  on 


two  productions.  During  first 
semester  a  Christmas  piece 
was  performed  and  it  featured 
the  talents  of  Trinity's  faculty, 
staff,  and  students. 

The  second  semester  featured 
a  production  about  the  gospel 
of  Mark.  Students  worked  to 
take  the  book  of  Mark  in  the 
NIV  Bible  and  make  it  come 
to  life.  According  to  Dr.  Klope 
this  is  a  type  of  commemora- 
tion. This  year  marked  the 
thirtieth  anniversary  of  meet- 
ing held  on  Trinity's  campus 
to  develop  the  New  Interna- 
tional Version  of  the  Bible.
